The prior art does 
not discloses the claimed combination as recited, particularly require in combination 
with other limitations of the claim, such as: retrieving from a remote server computer a 
data file containing data identifying one or more diagnostics modules necessary to test 
the hardware component, the data file further comprising data encoding instructions for 
installing the one or more diagnostics modules on the computer system to perform with
